I think one of the greatest days 
was when God made man. An- 
other great day was when Jesus 
Christ was crucified as the Sav- 
iour of man. Another great day 
was when Christ was raised from 


another great day, the day that 
is ahead, called in many places in 
God’s Word the Judgment Day. 

There are a good many things 
to'id us in the Word of God about 
this Judgment Day. There are 
many days here that prefigure the 
Judgment Day. There is that that 
is going on in the court house 
there tonight, where a man is be- 
ing tried for his life. While the 
lawyers are speaking there about 
the judgment that is to come on 
one man for one deed that he did, 
I am speaking to you tonight here 
under this tabernacle, about the 
judgment that you and I have got 
to face for the deeds done in the 
body. 

The very falling leaf in the au- 
tumn, the very decay that is all 
about us, is an argument for the 
coming Judgment.

One night in a church in southern Illinois, I began a ser- 
mon on this text by saying that recently in a certain church 
I noticed on the wall behind the pulpit my text quoted in this 
way: “Believe on the ‘Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved.”

He said two things would 
happen, and the second was far 
greater than the first. Why, then, 
do we emasculate and limit this 
glorious promise?

The text reads, 
Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved, AND THY

for: his faith, as He saves that 
man’s soul for his faith.

This would be 
much cheaper for we could _ get 
them printed for less than fifty 
cents. apiece here, whereas 
your price for an English copy 
is two dollars. We both feel it is 
essential that the pastors and 
Christian workers in Japan have 
this book, for modernism is very 
bad here. If you feel it is the Unit- 
ed States, it is a hundred times

worse here. No’ Nation has had 
more modernism and its evil fruits 
than has this land of Japan. Un- 
like the church in most other lands 
which was once Bible-believing 
and then modernism infiltrated, 
there the church has been almost 
Wholly modernistic from _ begin- 
ning, and from its infancy has 
been fed little if anything, else. 

Before the war there were very 
few Bible-believing missionaries or 
Christians in this land, and the 
overwhelming proportion of mis- 
sionaries sent from America here 
was Bible-denying in character. 
Before coming to Japan I myself 
had never ever really heard a 
modernistic sermon, but after com- 
ing to Japan I seldom heard any- 
thing else. It is hard to describe 
just how bad things were here, and 
much of it has not been cleared up 
yet. 

Missionaries that are fully sound 
in America and have the confi- 
dence of Bible-loving Christians 
are filled out here in Japan, 
even yet with Japanese pastors 
who take the modernistic position 
and who never once have preached 
a message against idolatry. 

The two great twin evils in the 
church in Japan that accounts for 
its terrible weakness are idolatry 
and modernism, The Shinto god- 
shelves have been looked upon as 
representing the emperor of Japan 
and the sun goddess, and to take 
them down was treason against 
Japan. Modernism fitted into this 
very well, for it teaches that the 
Bible has mistakes in it and if they 
don’t like that part, they don’t 
have to follow it. It is very sad 
but true that even today the larger 
proportion of the church members 
of even churches that are connect- 
ed with faith missions have their 
god-shelves for hardly any one 
would take an issue on these things 
because it would certainly bring 
quick and immediate persecution, 
as some found out; so the church 
as a whole compromised on idola- 
try and modernism, and continues 
to do so. Therefore, your book, 
Is Jesus God? is very essential to

who said he had been a_ Christian 
for more than forty years, all 


|heads of families, brought their 


idols and burned them publicly. I 
will include pictures for you. 

Since coming to Japan fourteen 

years ago this is the first time I 
have ever heard of people burning 
their idols publicly, and most of 
the preachers of Japan are against 
such a thing. When Christians 
burned their idols, then God really 
began to work, and many were 
saved. 
In a week I had the joy of 
preaching to about fifty thousand 
people, preaching every day from 
morning to night. The representa- 
tive to the National Diet came to 
see me and I spoke to her for 
three hours about the Lord, and 
she opened her heart to Him and 
now says she will burn her idols 
publicly. 

Since leaving Niigata Ken in 
August, I have had reports from 
there that a great awakening has 
broken out, and many, many more 
people have brought their idols and 
burned them, and that the Chris- 
tians are meeting from day to day, 
from village to village, reading the 
Word and praying and dealing 
with those who want to be saved. 
It is just like the book of Acts. 
I hope to go up next month and 
baptize those who have burned 
their idols, for there is no pastor or 
missionary in this whole section of 
Japan. The closest being three 
hours away by train. This is on the 
west coast of Japan, facing Korea. 
In the past I have seen many, 
many raise their hands in public 
meetings and sign the decision 
cards, but never have I seen people 
so stirred that they just didn’t 
want to keep their idols any long- 
er. Please pray for these honest- 
hearted new believers. 

The heathen in the villages say 
that now a great calamity is cer- 
tain to come to the villages for the 
Christians have burned the god- 
shelves and have insulted the sun 
goddess and the emperor. More 
and more I am convinced in this 
land that raising the hand and 
signing cards and even being will- 
ing to be baptized is not enough, 
but that before baptism the pro- 
fessed believers in Christ must 
take down their idols.

man asks God to save his family, 
and with the same kind of faith, 
which he had when he believed 
for his own salvation, he believes 
God for their salvation, (that is, 
he believes that God in His own 
good time and in His own won- 
derful way will save them), can he 
go on his way knowing of a surety 
that God will save them?  Cer- 
tainly. Why? Because God says 
so, ‘Believe and thy house shall 
be saved.’ 

This surely is glad news to the 
children of God. Could there be 
any more welcome and wonderful 
news te those with loved ones un- 
saved than that God pledges His 
word of honor to hear and answer 
believing prayer for the house- 
hold of a Christian? The greatest 
desire of any Christian parent’s 
heart is to be able to stand be- 
fore God in Heaven and say, “Be- 
hold I and the children God hath 
given me.” This heart’s desire, 
is covered in a general way by 
the promise in Mark § 11:24, 
“What things soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, believe that ye re- 
ceive them, and ye shall have 
them.” It is covered, however, in 
a specific way by the promise 


in my text - “Believe ... and 
thou shalt be saved, AND THY 
HOUSE.” 


I did not always see this truth. 
I thought the text meant this, 
“Mr. Jailer, if you believe, you will 
be saved. And since we see you 
have a family, we would tell you 
that if they also believe, they 
too, will be saved.” But that is 
not what the Bible says. Paul 
is not talking to the jailer about 
their faith and what it will do, 
but about his own faith and what 
it will do. It was to the jailer 
Paul said, ‘Believe and thy house 
Shall be saved.’ 

Someone will say, “But surely 
God will not save my family un- 
less they believe for themselvés.” 
No, of course not. But that has 
nothing to do with us. That is 
God’s part in this covenant. Our 
part is to ask God to save them 
and believe God will do so. God’s 
part is so to move upon them 
that, convicted of sin, they will 
see their need as they never saw 
it, and of their own free will 
turn to God. 

Notice that the text does 
say that IF WE PRAY for the sal- 
vation of our family they will 
be saved. It does not say that. 
It is not prayer for them that will 
necessarily save them. It is BE- 
LIEVING for their salvation that 
saves them. Only when we prayed 
believingly for ourselves were we 
saved, and only when we pray 
believingly for them, does God 
promise to save them. Assuredly 
they will not be saved unless they 
believe for themselves, but they 
will believe for themselves and be 
saved if we believingly ask God 
to save them and TRUST GOD TO 
BRING THAT TO PASS. 

Let me show you from several 
different angles that this golden, 
glorious promise means what I 
have just said.

I. Household Salvation Is in Har- 
mony With the Constitution 
of Things on Earth 

God has set mankind in families. 
He said, “It is not good that man 
should be alone.” So He ordained 
the ordinance of marriage; and God 
looks on the family as a_ unit. 
The children in a family are part 
of the father and mother; and 
when parents are saved, it be- 
comes the special desire of God 
to save their children. 

But the promise applies to any 
member of a household as well] 
as to parents. Children are no 
more part of their parents, than 
parents are part of the children. 
If a son believes God for the sal- 
vation of his parents, God will 
honor his faith and save them. 
“He shall turn the heart of the 
fathers to the children, and the

heart of the children to their 
fathers” (Mal. 4:6). That is what 
happens in every genuine revival. 
Believing parents begin praying 
for their unsaved children, and 
believing children begin praying 
for their unsaved fathers. Every 
Christian is a member of a family, 
so why should it be thought a 
thing incredible that. God gives 
a promise for the salvation of a 
of a family, as well as of an in- 
dividual? Since God ordained 
families, He wants to save fami- 
lies. 


It. Household Salvation Is in Har- 
mony With Things in Heaven 
Heaven itself is built on the 

family principle. God speaks of 

Heaven above as a home. It is 

“my Father’s house.” ‘The Bible 

describes the church as a family. 

“The whole family in heaven and 

earth.” His people are called “the 

household of faith.” He Himself 
is called “Our Father .. . in heav- 
en.’ We are told that Abraham, 

Isaac and Jacob; father, son, and 

grandson, shall sit together in the 

kingdom of Heaven. It is God’s 
stated desire to save the family 
of a Christian so that the family 
as a unit shall be together in 

Heaven. He wants the Christian’s 

home on earth to be a miniature 

Heaven, and to make this pos- 

sible, He promises to answer be- 

lieving prayer and bring this to 
pass. ! 

Let me ask every Christian par- 
ent, and every member of a fam- 
ily — do you believe that this 
promise given to the Philippian 
jailer has also been given to you? 
You will readily grant that the 
first part is yours — “Believe ... 
and thou shalt be saved.” You 
believe that is yours. Now, do 
you believe the words, “and thy 
house,” are for you, or only for 
the jailer? The fact is, this thril- 
ling promise is for every believer. 
God wants to save your family 
with you. “Thou... and thy 
house” is what God says. He has 
joined us and our household to- 
gether, and what God hath joined 
in this wonderful promise, let no 
man put asunder. 

You may say— this promise is 
not for me because I have no such 
wonderful faith as to believe for 
my entire family. My friend, you 
have faith or you never could have 
been saved. The Spirit of God im- 
parted faith to you at your con- 
version, Let me ask you, where 
is your faith? God gave you 
faith; you put it to work; it 
saved you. Why do you think 
God gave us this faith? Merely 
to save our own poor little souls? 
No, He gave us faith for our own 
salvation first, and then for the 
salvation of others, beginning with 
our household. Therefore, use 
this faith that saved your own 
soul to save the souls of others. 

It is a wonderful thing when 
God saves a man in response to 
his faith. It is a more wonderful 
thing when God saves a man’s 
family in response to his faith. 
When the first part of the text 
is believed, one soul is_ saved. 
When the second part is believed, 
a whole household is saved. No 
wonder Satan tries to keep us 
from seeing and believing the 


whole of this promise. 


III Household Salvation Is Taught 

All Through the Scriptures 

It is not in one isolated passage 
of Scripture that this wonderful 
truth is taught, or I could never 
with such confidence preach it. 
The Bible is full of it. The mar- 
vel is that this comforting, chal- 
lenging truth is so little known. 

Look at the first gospel invita- 
tion in the Bible. “And the Lord 
said unto Noah, Come thou and all 
thy house into the ark’ (Gen. 
7:1). Right at the beginning of 
the Bible, God lets it be known 
that His will is not to save aman 
alone, but all his house. What 
was Noah’s response to this of- 
fered privilege? “By faith Noah, 
... prepared an ark to the saving 
of his house” (Heb. 11:7). He 
believed God would give him his 
family, including his three daugh- 
ters-in-law. As proof of his faith, 
he prepared an ark, with room for 
all his family. What was God's 
response to his faith? God gave

Dear Brother S—: 


In your letter of August 17, you asked three questions 
concerning the article by Dr. J. Elwin Wright, chairman of 
the N.A.E. Commission on International Relations (Tuer 


SworD OF THE Lorp, August 4, 


1950). You asked first why 


there was no reference whatever to the work of the Ameri- 
ean and the International Council of Churches. You asked 


why the American Council and 


International Council were not 


sufficient and third, after some rather offensive language, 
‘Therefore how can you or J. Elwin Wright commend an or- 
ganization, such as the N.A.E., which practices compromise 
by welcoming to its membership those actively engaged, in 


the enemy’s army?” 


I will try to answer your ques- 
tions. 

1. I saw no particular need for 
discussion of the American Coun- 
cil and the International Council of 
Churches in connection with Dr. 
Wright’s article. I want to do jus- 
tice to. both, but see no special 
need for articles to be in the same 
issue of THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
about two different organizations. 
You say, ‘Are you afraid of tell- 
ing the people all the truth?’ No, 
but I can’t get all the truth that 
needs to be preached in a lifetime 
in one issue of THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp. I cannot even get all the 
truth I know into one sermon. I 
have usually separate articles on 
separate subjects. 

2. No, in my opinion, the Ameri- 
can Council and the International 
Council of Churches do not cover 
all the ground. I thank God for 
the fine testimony of the 


‘American Council and the Inter- 


national Council of Churches, and 
their leaders, against modernism. 


~ 


I am for their bold fight for the 
fundamentals of the faith. At the 
same time, in the very nature of 
the case, many  Bible-believing 
Christians and many orthodox, 
fundamental churches cannot be 
represented in the American Coun- 
cil. Holiness churches would not 
be accepted. Pentecostal churches 
would not be accepted. Neither, 
I suppose would Free Methodist or 
Nazarene churches. A _ church 
which is thoroughly fundamental 
with a fundamentally sound, Bible- 
believing, soul-winning pastor, but 
nominally in the Northern Baptist 
Convention cannot join the Ameri- 
can Council of Churches, Such a 
church, like some I know, may not 
send a dime undesignated to the 
Northern Baptist Convention head- 
quarters. It may support only the 
Conservative Baptist group within 
the Convention andthe Conserva- 
tive Baptist Foreign Mission Board.

him every member of his family, 
for eight souls were saved through 
the flood. Thus, the first example 
of family salvation in the Bible in- 
cluded the in-laws, those brought 
into the family through marriage. 


The Passover, in Exodus 12, is 
a divine illustration of faith for 
a family. God saved Israel that 
night by families. The father was 
to “take a lamb for an house.” 
The father sprinkled the blood on 
the door, and because of his faith, 
the whole family was saved. 

Rahab, in Joshua 2, is another 
example of family salvation. She 
lived on the wall of the doomed 
city of Jericho. When the fall of 
the city was imminent, she was 
given a promise of salvation. But 
Rahab did not want to be saved 
alone? Who wants to be saved 
alone? -If we are content to be 
saved alone, and are not deeply 
concerned for the salvation of our 
loved ones, we need to be saved 
from selfishness. When Rahab

AND ALL THAT SHE HAD” (Josh. 6: 
25). 

Consider Joshua himself as he 
stands before Israel and _ says, 
“Choose you this day whom ye 
will serve ... but as for me and 
my house, we will serve the Lord” 
(Josh. 24:15). Here was a public 
statement of Joshua’s faith that 
his household would serve God. 
How did he know they would? 
He knew it by faith. He is so cer- 
tain his family will serve God 
that he is ready to stand before 
a whole nation in general assem- 
bly and proclaim the fact. You 
may say, “Suppose they had not 
served God.” I reply, “Joshua 
supposed no such thing. He be- 
lieved they would.” When we 
really believe God will do a thing, 
we do not run around supposing 
the opposite. 


Here is where many. a dear 
mother fails to offer believing 
prayer for her children. She prays 
and worries, and worries and 
prays. If she really believed God 
Was going to save her boy, she 
would pray and praise. She would 
present her supplication “with 
thanksgiving,’ knowing of a sur- 
ety that God would save her boy. 
But because she does not really 
believe this, she prays with wor- 
rying. Mother, when you believe 
you do not worry, and when you 
worry you do not believe. If you 
will recognize that it is the wil! 
of God that your son be saved, 
that it is not the will of God that 
any should perish, and that God 
is pledged to answer believing 
prayer; and if you will wait be- 
fgre God in prayer, asking Him 


_| to give you faith enough to claim 
| your son’s salvation; then God, by 


His Spirit, will give you the assur- 
ance of his salvation, and from 
that moment you will pray, not 
with worrying, but with thanks- 
giving, praising God for the an- 
swer before it comes. Through 
faith “women received their dead 
raised to life again” (Heb. 11:35). 
This is true in the spiritual realm, 
as many a believing .mother can 
Joshua did not worry.

Job TWICE AS MUCH as he had 
before.” 

Mark now the arithmetic. The 
thousands and hundreds of each 
kind of cattle were doubled. “So 
the Lord blessed the latter end 
of Job more than his beginning: 
for he had fourteen thousand 
sheep, and six thousand camels, 
and a thousand yoke of oxen, and 
a thousand she asses. He had 
also seven sons and three daugh- 
ters” (Job 42: 12, 13). Why not 
fourteen sons and six daughters? 
God was to give him twice as 
much, The other possessions were 
doubled, why not the children? 


The explanation is that although 
the cattle were destroyed for- 
ever, Job’s children were still alive 
in the other world; and not only 
that, but they were in God’s care 
there where their father would 
one day meet them. Had they 
gone to the realm of the un- 
saved dead, Job would never have 
seen them again. They would have 
been gone indeed. But he still 
had them, for they were not lost, 
only gone before into the abode 
of the righteous where later he 
would join*them. They were his 
forever, because he prayed for 
them continually, and God is faith- 
ful in answering such prayer. 


Take the case of Cornelius in 
Acts 10. He was a centurion in 
the Roman army, a heathen man 
who had heard of the one true 
God. He prayed for salvation, and 
God sent an angel with this mes- 
sage, ‘Send for Peter, who shall 
tell thee words, WHEREBY THOU AND 
ALL THY HOUSE SHALL BE SAVED.’ 
Why did God include Cornelius’ 
house? Because it was God’s desire 
to save, not this man alone, but all 
of his family; so the promise in- 
cluded his house. Here We are at 
the other end of the Bible, and the 
same truth stares us in the face. 


And Cornelius took God at His 
word. He went out and “called 
together his kinsmen and near 
friends.’’ Now the angel of God 
had said not a word about “near 
friends,” but this man pushed out 
the bounds of God’s promise to 
include some special friends of 
his whose salvation he desired, as 
well as his own and that of his 
household. And pray, what did 
God do about that? He honored 
Cornelius’ faith; and while Peter 
was preaching, “the Holy Ghost 
fell on all them which heard the 
word.” The same God who gave 
Noah his daughters-in-law, who 
gave Rahab all she had prayed for, 
here gives Cornelius not only his 
family, but also the friends whom 
his faith and compassion embrac- 
ed. 


And so from beginning to end 
of the Bible we see that it is 
God’s express desire to save the 
whole family of a believer. Not

Council 
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But these Christians and this pas- 
tor and church could not join the 
American Council. 

There needs to be certainly some 
place where Bible-believing Chris- 
tians who want to make a protest 
for the truth and want to have 
fellowship with other Christians of 
like precious faith, can unite, be- 
sides the relatively small group 
which can be received in the 
American Council. I certainly am 
not willing to turn all the other 
groups over to the modernistic de- 
nominational machines to handle. 
I am not willing for all these mil- 
lions of Bible-believing Christians 
to be turned over to the Federal 
Council of Churches when _ they 
can be enlisted with Bible-believ- 
ing Christians, can be taught the 
Word and set to soul winning, un- 
der good leadership. 

I myself, as an evangelist in 
union revival campaigns have fel- 
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lowship with Bible-believing Chris- 
tians and Bible-believing churches 
and pastors wherever they will 
join in a campaign based upon the 
book and on the blood. This is 
against the policy of the American 
Council of Churches and I suppose 
they would not welcome me into 
active cooperation with the Ameri- 
can Council. I think these brethren 
know me and love me and I hope 
they trust me. But this is good 
evidence that there ought to be 
some place for Bible-believing 
Christians who are not eligible for 
membership in the American Coun- 
cil of Churches. Don’t you think 
So? 

3. You say, ‘You preach the virt- 
ues Of a separated Christian life 
yet at the same time practice com- 
promise!’ In that sentence, your 
charge is against me personally. 
Then you say that the N.A.E. 
“practices compromise by welcom- 
ing to its membership those ac- 
tively engaged in the  enemy’s 
army.” 

In the first place your language 
is inaccurate. I do not compromise 
in practice. Some individuals in 
the N.A.E. may compromise, but 
the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals itself does not welcome 
anybody who is actively engaged 
in a fight against the truth, in repu- 
diation of the Bible, in denial of 
the deity of Christ, His 
atonement, and so forth. Your 
language is not accurate. There is 
more heat than light to it. I think 
the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals did not originally intend, 
or its founders did not originally 
intend that it should be in ac- 
tive opposition to the Federal 
Council of Churches. However, in 
practice it has become necessary 
for the N.A.E. to openly show the 
the fallacies and dangers of the 
Federal Council’s program, and: I 
am glad they do. I do not suppose 
that there is a single man any- 
where working with the National 
Association of Evangelicals who is 
actively associated with the Feder- 
al Council of Churches. I do not 
know such a person. If a man 


were satisfied with the Federal}. 


Council of Churches he certainly 
would not want to come to the 
National Association of Evangeli- 
cals, In this matter you follow 
some fuzzy thinking, and some 
hearsay statements which are not 
reliable. 

Today I had a letter from a man 
who lives in a western state. Only 
one orthodox church is near-by. It 
is nominally associated with the 
Northern Baptist Convention. The 
pastor is sound is the faith. The 


blood | 


man has two little boys who 
ought to be in Sunday school. His 
conscience has rebuked him and he 
felt a burden to join that little 
church and help. I advised him to 
do so, to back up the pastor, to 
help keep the church true to the 
Word of God. I urged him not to 
send a dime to the National Bap- 
tist Convention headquarters, nor 
to support any of its objects ex- 
cept those that are definitely spon- 
sored by the Conservative Baptist 
Fellowship within the Northern 
Baptist Convention. I advised him 
that if there came an isssue that 
he must either support the North- 
ern Baptist Convention program or 
get out, then certainly he must 
get out. To say that that man who 
takes his children to a Sunday 
school where the Bible is taught 
and where souls are won, and 
hears a pastor preach..who is ear- 
nest and believes the Bible and 
holds up the blood of Christ as 
the only hope for a sinner—to ac- 
cuse that man of compromise and 
of joining in with the enemies of 
Christ, because he takes his chil- 
dren to church and helps to win 
souls is silly. and thoughtless. 


I cannot in good conscience join 
a Northern Baptist Convention 
church. In my case there is an- 
other good place where I can take 
my children where they are taught 
the Word of God and where there 
is not the slightest taint of moder- 
nism nor of compromise’ with 
modernism. If I should hold a re- 
vival campaign and that church 
and pastor which is only nominal- 
ly connected with the Northern 
Baptist Convention but standing 
true to Christ should cooperate in 
that revival, I would not be com- 
promising to preach the gospel to 
them. 

In closing I think I ought to say 
a word about your offensive langu- 
age. It does not commend you to 
a Bible believer. Remember that 
Jesus said, ‘By this shall all men 
know that you are my disciples, 
if you have love one toward an- 
other’ (John 13:35). I believe that 
brotherly love, kindliness, fair 
dealing, without boastfulness and 
arrogance, are Christian virtues. 
I believe they are part of the fun- 
damentals of the faith, which one 
who would be true to Christ must 
observe. Do you not agree? 

As you request, I will publish 
my answer in THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp and trust God will use it to 
clarify the matter. 


In contrast to your letter, I re- 
ceived a letter the same day, in 
the same mail with yours, from 
Dr. Carl McIntire, president of the 
International’ Council of Christian 
Churches, mailed me from Geneva, 
Switzerland.

IV Household Salvation Has 
Marked the Dealings of God With 
Men All Through History 


Since the canon of Scripture 
closed, God has been honoring the 
faith of men and women for the 
saving of their house. 

When a Christian mother in the 
fifth century went to the Bishop 
of Milan and implored him with 
tears to speak to her profligate 
son, the Bishop marked her tears, 
and with prophetic’insight _ said, 
“It is impossible that the child 
of such prayers could ever be 
lost.’ That mother was Monica, 
and her son the saintly Augustine, 
converted to God by the faith of a 
mother who would not let God 
go. She gave God no rest, day or 
night, until her boy was saved. 

Catherine Booth is reported to 
have prayed, “O God, I will not 
stand before Thee without all my 
children.” She was actually not 
willing to be saved without them. 
What was God’s answer to such 
passionate pleading and faith? 
Everyone of them was saved and 
became a preacher of the gospel. 

Jonathan Edwards in a moment 
of intimacy with God is said to 
have claimed from God that not 
one of his seed would ever be 
lost! After three generations, one 
who had made investigation could 
not find one of his descendants 
who was not a decided Christian. 

In the winter of 1909, I atten- 
ded the Gordon Bible School in 
Boston. It was founded by Dr. 
A. J. Gordon. Mrs. Gordon, his 
widow, was one of our teachers. 
She impressed upon us the fact 
that God had given every parent 
the privilege of claiming his chil- 
dren for God. She said if a parent 
would plead and believe God’s pro- 
mise, the child of such faith would 
never be lost. God had given her 
five children. From their birth 
she claimed and believed God for 
their salvation. As the children 
grew up, they one by one accep- 
ted Christ. Ernest Gordon who 
writes so ably for the Sunday 
School Times was the fruit of 
such praying. It is faith like 
this that God honors. 

The first time I preached this 
sermon, a Christian mother in 
my church in Toronto was con- 
victed of the sin of unbelief. She 
had three grown-up children. One 
was a backslidden Christian, a 
girl of eighteen, worldly and un- 
interested in spiritual things. Two 
sons were unsaved. This mother 
prayed and worried, which means 
that she did not believe God would 
answer her prayers. She saw the 
meaning of Acts 16:31. She began 
to pray with faith. She herself 
became a different woman. In- 
stead of fretting over her children, 
she became filled with joy and 
peace through believing. In a 
few weeks her daughter was 
beautifully restored to fellowship 
with God. She became an earnest 
soul-winning Christian. A week 
or two later, the younger of the 
two boys was converted and later 
went to Bible college. About a 
year later the older son was saved, 
so that the whole family was 
united in Christ. This widowed 
mother then began praying for her 
married sister and her family who 
lived fifteen miles from Toronto. 
One by one they accepted Christ, 
and I received them into the 
church, Nine members of those 
two families accepted Christ be- 
cause a mother took God at His 
word and believed for her house. 

I preached this sermon in the 
First Baptist Church, New York, 
shortly after noble Dr. Haldeman 
had gone in to see the King. At 
the close of the service a lady 
told me that three years before, in 
a public meeting in that church, a 
man rose under the gallery and 
gave a ringing testimony for 
Christ. He closed by saying, “Five 
years ago a dying mother called 
her daughter to her bedside and 
told her how glad she was that 
all her children would be with her 
in Heaven. The daughter said, 
‘Why, mother, what about John?’ 
The dying mother then quoted the 
words, ‘Believe . . . and thou shalt 


be saved, and thy house.’ ” The 
man said, “I am that son, picked 
up from the gutter by. a God who 
answers prayer.” 

The Rev. Christian Eicher heard 
me preach this message in the 
Grand Opera House in Chicago. 
After the service, he told me this 
story: His father was converted 
in middle life. He saw the meaning 
of Acts 16:31. He claimed his 
household for God. He had twelve 
children, none of whom was saved. 
Five were then under the age of 
accountability. God at- once be- 
gan to deal with the seven older 
children, and béfore long every 
one of them came to Christ. As 
the other five grew up they too 
turned to God, wntil the entire 
twelve were saved! 

I preached this sermon in the 
Chestnut Street Opera House in 
Philadelphia. It was broadcast 
over the air. A mother, in Allen- 
town, Pennsylvania heard God’s 
voice in the message. She had 
three grown-up children and a 
husband. All four were unsaved. 
She claimed her house for God. 
Six months later, when Merril T. 
MacPherson visited Allentown, 
this mother told him that already 
her three children were saved and 
that the husband had started at- 
tending church. 

A young married woman heard 
the sermon in the Baptist Temple 
in Philadelphia, Dr. Russel Con- 
well’s church. Her husband was 
unsaved. She, also, took God at 
His word. She thanked God her 
husband would be saved. I met 
her ten months later. She and her 
husband were now active workers 
in a Presbyterian Church. She 
said, in her husband’s presence, 
“My husband is before you, a 
saved man, and a demonstration 
of the truth of your message.” 
When I think of the glorious pos- 
sibilities of believing prayer, with 
this wondrous promise as a basis, 
I long to go through all the 
churches of the land, telling God’s 
people of their privilege. 

It seems almost too good to be 
true. It did to a minister of the 
gospel in Sault Ste. Marie, Cana- 
da. I was holding a campaign 
there and was invited to address 
the ministerial gathering. I spoke 
on “Parental Faith.” I said that 
every Christian father held in 
his hand the destiny of his child. 
One minister was deeply moved. 
He was the father of a prodigal 
son. The boy was away from 
home. The father carried a bur- 
den of anxiety night and day. He 
prayed for his son. He wept be- 
fore God. But he did not actually 
believe his prayer would be an- 
swered. He was smitten with con- 
viction. God showed him he did 
not believe. He went home that 
afternoon and, in his room, he 
claimed his boy for God. That 
was on Tuesday. I knew nothing 
of all this until Friday night when 
this minister, who was present at 
the service, told me the above 
facts. Then he showed me a letter 
received that day from his son 
in Windsor, Ontario, nearly three 
hundred miles away, saying, ‘Dear 
Father: On Tuesday I was riding 
on a train going to Windsor to 
look for work. God’s Spirit came 
upon me, and I felt I must decide 
for Christ. I walked through the 
train looking for a place where 
I could pray. I found one where 
the backs of two seats came to- 
gether. On my face before God, 
under those seats. I found Christ, 
and I write to tell you about it.” 

Blessed be God for this beauti- 
ful promise! Blessed be His name 
for the possibilities of prevailing 
faith. Blessed be the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, for it is our 
name that gives efficacy to our 
prayers. And blessed be the gra- 
cious Holy Spirit, by whose con- 
victing power our loved ones are 
drawn to Christ and saved. 

Does it happen that there is an 
unsaved man or woman reading 
this message? Have you con- 
sidered, dear friend, that this won- 
derful promise is for you? The 
promise was not given only to the 
saved. It was addressed to an 
unsaved man about to send his 
soul to Hell by way of suicide. 

The jailer believed for himself 
and his household. So may you. 
‘Are you a father or a mother? 


You can be saved and your family 


with you. It is the grandest thing 
in life to say Yes to God and go 
to Heaven, taking your children 
with you. If you say No to God, 
the chances are that your family 
will say No to God, also. Are 
you willing, after reading this 
message, to continue without 
Christ in your life, heading to- 
ward the outer darkness, and 
taking your loved ones with you? 


If you will bow your head this 
moment, right where you sit, and 
with a penitent heart open to 
Jesus Christ say, “O Lamb of 
God I come,” the Saviour will at 
once enter. He who died for you 
will at once come into your heart, 
never to leave you nor forsake 
you. Believe this and, because 
you believe it, thank God for it. 
Thus you are saved by believing. 


Then, ask Him to give you faith 
to believe for your family. He 
will do so. Go and tell them 
Christ has come into your heart 
and that you believe that they 
too are going to be saved. You 
will find God is as good as His 
word. He will not disappoint the 
faith which He _ has _ inspired. 
“Thou shalt be saved, AND THY
